Game's Greatest Fielders. 


Many columns of stuff have been 


written about “baseball brains,” while | 


“baseball hands” have been sadly neg- 
lected. Fair hands are common, but 
the real perfect type is searce, It is 
generally admitted that Lee Tannebill, 
the Chicago Americans’ third sacker, 
has the ideal hands for a ball tosser. 
Lee is on the down grade as a top 
liner these days, but in his prime 
could pick up a grounder 
any of his rivals in the infield. 

A close study of annehill’s hands 
show them large, strong and sinewy.

“Mark Twain lacked only 
months and nine days of fourscore 
years of age.” said.Judge C. C. Good- 
win, a veteran editor of Salt L:2ke 
City, in commenting on the @ath of 
the humorist. Judge Goodwin was cne 
of the brilliant company who gathered 
at the Comstock lode in the old days. 
“I know he said that he was only 
seventy-four,” continued the judge. 
“but when we were In Virginia City, 
Ney., Mark wes older than I was, and 
I am seventy-eight. Here ts the rec 
ord of it.” He opened a book of biog 
raphies by Amelia J. Carver, ppubliehed

in 1889. There it was amuel L. 
Clemens, born Noy. 30, 1s: 30. 
“I did not go on the Virginia City 


until Clemens left it,” said 
“but I never ceased 
to hear from him. He first wrote a 
burlesque Fourth of July oration, 
which was published in an Aurora 
(Nev.) paper. As I remember it, fit be- 
gan: 

““T was sired by the great American 
eagle and borne by 2 Continental dam.’ 
This pleased Joseph T. Goodman, edi- 
tor of the Virginia City Enterprise. 
He wrote to Clemens, telling him that 
if he were not making more than the 
Enterprise was paying he would be 
welcomed to the staff of the paper 
One day a man came into the editoria) 
sanctum. He wore a dilapidated hat, 
jenns, a hickory shirt and carried a 
rotl of blankets. That was Merk 
Twain's entrance into literature. Ex- 
eept for lis experience on the Enter- 
prise it is doubtful if he wouid ever 
have been known as a genius.”

A Child’s Tribute. 

Dan Beard, the artist and naturalist. 
who lives only a half mile from Storm- 
field.

He was walking up Fifth ave- 
nue, in New York, when a little girl 
about ten years old slipped her hand 
In his and started to match his stride.

A Visit to Wall Street. 

A white haired man gnawing pen- 
sively at a large, black cigar passed 
slowly along Wall street in New York 
one day several years ago. Every- 
thing about him marked him as one 
who did not belong to any branch of 
the family of clerks, office boys, bro- 
kers and financiers who hurried past 
him, As he came in front of the sub- 
treasury building he stopped and 
gazed silently at the big bronze statue 
of Washington on the treasury steps. 

“George,” he drawled, slowly taking 
off bis black slouch hat, “George, 
times have changed since you were 
here.” 

It was Mark Twain. To him the

ticular occasion he had just passed 
through a stormy session in a banker’s 


office, in the course of which his 
knowledge ‘of things financial had | 


been sorely tested. An investment in 
which he saw nothing but rosy pros- 
pects had been painted in its true col- | 
ors by men whose advice he felt to be 
more trustworthy than his own in 
such matters. 

This sort of thing happened over 
and over again. Twain was forever 
thinking up new schemes for investing 
his earnings, schemes which fell 
through when the humorist brought 
them to Wall street. Once he came 
to the office of a banker with a bundle 
of excelsior under his arm and a 
sptral hatpin in his pocket and, finding 
that the banker was in Europe, spent 
the entire morning demonstrating to 
the office force the advantage of the | 
spiral pin over other kinds. 

He used the excelsior as a head of 
hair, plunging the corkscrew shaped ' 
pin into it and showing that it “stayed 
put’—that it didn’t fall out like or- 


dinary hatpins. The office force was 
convulsed. It did not know whether 


to tuke*him in earnest or not. Yet he 
seeined to be in deadly earnest. He 
thought that pin would be a great 
thing if it could be placed on the mar- 
ket. The manager of the office, who 
to this day is not sure whether Twain 
was joking or not, believes that he 
wanted the banking house to float 
bonds on the strength of the spiral 
hatpin. Wall street, in fact, under- 
stood Mark Twain about as well as 
he understood Wall street. | 


A Jodke at His Expense. | 
Probably the best joke that ever hap: | 
pened at Mark Twain's expense occur- 
red a few years ago when he passed 
through Monroe county, Mo., on his 
way from Hannibal to Columbia. He} 
Was on a Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
local passenger train, and the trip 
across the country was a triumph, hun- 
dreds of people gathering at the differ- | 
ent stations to see and shake hands | 
with him. At Paris there were 2,000. | 
A week prior there bad occurred at 
Paris, Mo., the county seat, the only 
lynching in the history of the county. 
A man named Witherup had killed a 
boy named Grow, cut his body up,} 
placed it in a sack and hauled it to the 
river three miles distant. The friends 
of the boy’s family organized a mob, 


which the citizens and the officers | 
alike considered a joke, and after | 


watching it parley around until mid- | 
night without doing anything all the 
spectators save the more curious and, 
a few small boys, street gamins, went 
to bed. At 1 o’clock the mob over- | 
powered the sheriff and broke into the 


jail. The prisoner was dragged from 
his cell, and as the tall and gaunt! 


form was passed by strong arms out 
into the moonlight the boys who were 
perched on top of a coal shed near the 
jail door cried out: “Here he comes! | 
Here he comes!” ‘ 

This was answered by men on the 
outskirts of the crowd with the shout: | 
“Get a rope! Get a rope!” And the 
murderer was finally taken to a bridge 
near town and hanged. 

When Mark's train slipped into Paris 
some of these same gamins were 
perched on box cars on the side track. 
The crowd thought the distinguished 
vistor would appear on the steps be- 
tween the chair car and the smoker 
and surged that way. He did not ap- 
pear, however, and disappointment 
was keen until some one at the rear of 
the train caught sight of him coming 
out and shouted: “Here he comes! 
Here he comes!” Immediately above 
the confusion and noise arose the 
shout of one of the gamins: “‘Get a 
rope! Get a rope!” 


His Serious Jests. 

Spontaneity, playful extravagance, 
the ignoring of the conventional and 
the staid, even at the risk of shocking 
limited and literal beings, were char- | 
acteristics of Mark Twain. His scrawl 
on a card to a sick man on whom he 
called, “God and I are sorry that you! 
are ill,” was an expression that 
came to him without the slightest hesi- 
tuncy over its incongruity. 

Ifis calm remark that he thought! 
that the report was somewhat exag- 
gerated when it was bruited that he 
was dead is on a par with his philo- | 
sophical outlook on the game of des- 
tiny. } 

“I hear,” he wrote to the press last | 
Christmas eve, “that the newspapers 
say I am dying. I would not do such 
a thing at my time of life. I am be- | 
having as well as I can, Merry Christ- | 
mas to everybody!” 

One of the last of those beautiful 
and reverent thoughts which Mr.!=——— 
Clemehs so often uttered was spoken 
only a few days before his last de- 
parture for Bermuda. He and Mr. 
Frederi¢k A, Duneka were playing | 
billiards late in the night in one of the 
great rooms in Stormfield. 

“The shades were drawn aside,” said | | 
Mr. Duneka, “and from the windows | 
we could look out into the clear night. | 
I remarked that the moonlight was | 
heavenly. 

“‘One of my ideas of heaven,’ said |

Ahead of His Schedule 


IS GIVEN ROUSING WELCOME 


Marches Through Speci’ Lines =

STARVING CANCER TO CURE IT 


Remarkable Results of a New Treat- 

ment Shown at a Clinic. 

Dr. Willism §. Bainbridge of the 
New York Shi and Cancer hospital 
has an entirely new treatment for can- 
cer, which he explained in his annual 
clinical lecture at the institution the 
other afternoon. 

In the course of the clinic, the sub- 
ject of which was “Ligation,” the 
process of cutting off the blood supply 
upon which cancerous affections feed 
and absolutely isolating the cancer 
from the rest of the body, he exhibit- 
ed several apparent cures which arous- 
ed the keenest interest. For instance, 
Dr. Bainbridge introduced first a man 

| and then a woman, both of whom had 

suffered from serious cancers of the 
face. In each case nearly the whole 
side of the face had been removed and 
a new cheek created by grafting skin, 
taken from the patient's legs and arms, 
on the side of the head where the can- 
cer had been. 

Dr. Bainbridge defined the subject 
of the clinic, ligation, as the starving 
out of the death eating growth. Near 
Dr. Bainbridge at this time was an 
elderly man, over the left side of whose 
face was spread a piece of antiseptic 
cloth. The man looked happy. Pres- 
ently Dr. Bainbridge turned to him 
and, calling him by name, asked him 
to come forward. 

Tke man walked briskly up to the 
side of Dr. Bainbridge, and the latter 
put his arm around him and removed 
the cloth which obscured his face. 
Even some of the doctors present shud- 
dered at what they saw. Nearly half 
of the man’s face was gone, but the 
hole was healing, as everybody could 
see. 

The man came to Dr. Bainbridge 
several weeks ago, he said, apparently 
in a dying condition. An operation 
was performed, the blood vessels lead- 
ing to the cancer being closed so that 
it had nothing to feed upon. 

“This man,” said Dr. Bainbridge, 
“Was operated on five weeks ago. He 

| tells me now he has no pains, that he 
has gained eight pounds in weight and 
he is feeling fine.” 

Dr: Bainbridge told of one woman 
whom ten physicians had given up. At 
the cancer hospital ligation was _per- 
formed, and in six weeks she was out 
automobile riding. One of his cases 
was a police sergeant, who first noticed 
his affliction a year ago, when seized 
with pains in the abdomen after eat- 
ing. The sergeant has gained forty 
pounds since the operation and is back 
on the force. Another man was given 
up as dead when admitted to the hos- 
pital, but is now fast recovering. 

In some of the cases presented there 
had been no indications of a recur- 
rence of the malady. In others the 
ravages of the disease had been check- 
ed and life prolonged, perhaps for a 
period of years. 


THE BUTTONLESS CUTAWAY. 


Latest Fad In Men’s Dress tn London 
Started by King Edward. 

The latest fad in men’s dress in Lon- 
don was originated by King Edward. 
To be in the fashion this spring in 
London men must wear only one but- 
ton to their cutaway coats, or, better 
suill, none at all. 

The buttonless cutaway is popular. 
It is worn by most of the men one 
sees in the fashionable restaurants. All 
the actors appearing in society plays 
now wear the buttonless cutaway coat. 
The sides of the cont are held in posi- 
tion by a link of braid about an inch 
and a half or two inches long. Thus 
the coat decs not meet, and the link of 
braid, which acts as a kind of under- 
study to the button, hangs horizontally 
across the waistcoat. 

The king has extended the principle 
of the buttonless morning coat to even- 
ing dress, but in the latter garment, 
sometimes worn by the king, the small 
connecting link between the flaps of 
the coat is finished on either side in 
a beautiful oynx button which is in- 
tended only for ornament.

There were few 
Tarities in the collection. but most of 
the authors were in the best obtain- 
able editions and in perfect condition. 
The fastidious Gibbon was incapable 
of behaving disrespectfully to a book. 
For six weeks Beckford reveled in his 
purchase and read himself nearly blind. 
He soon tired of his books, however, 
and presented the whole collection to 
a German physician named Schell. The 
recipient showed his appreciation of 
the treasure by promptly selling it.

Miss Zelia Hopp, who lived with 
her parents in the Bronx, and Miss 
Gerhard Leo, 19 years old, who was 
taken from the Seventy-fourth strect 
establishment, are the complainants. 
It is charged that Bernard conducted 
seances in which he instructed a class 
of students attired in strange and 
scanty raiment in the “mysteries of 
the Orient” of which he was regarded 
as high priest. He was held in $15,- 
000 bail by Magistrate Breen to ap- 
pear in the West Side court again 
when the real hearing of the case is 
scheduled to take place. 

The revolt of some of Bernard's de- 
votees had its beginning when Miss 
Hopp, who is 18 years old, wrote to 
Mrs. Edward H. Miller of Tacoma, 
Wash., informing her that her sister 


| was being mistreated by Bernard.

Hopp she immediately came to this 
city and took the matter up with the 
police.

JOHN Q. A. WARD, SCULPTOR. HOW VICTIMS

of American History. 


John Quincy Adams Ward, dean of | 
American sculptors and one of ber 


greatest, who died recently at his home 
in New York city in his eightieth year, 
was born in Urbana, O., on June 29, 
1830. 

Mr. Ward spent practically his entire 
life in New York city, having gone 
there from Ohio in his youth. His 
first teacher in the art of sculpture 
was Henry K. Brown, with whom he 
collaborated on the famous equestrian 
statue of Washington in New York. 

Among his other well known works 
are equestrian statues of Sheridan and 
Hancock in Philadelphia, aud in New 
York the statues of “The Indian Hunt- 
er,” “The Pilgrim,” Shakespeare, all in 
Central park, New York; Henry Ward 
Beecher in Borough hall park, Brook- 
lyn; also statues of Commodore Perry 
at Newport, R. L, and Israel Putnam 
at Hartford, Conn. 

Daniel C. French, a pupil of Ward, 
In paying a tribute to his genius re- 
called how Edwin Booth, the great 
tragedian, posed for the Shakespeare 
statue {up Central park and gave heip- 
ful suggestion for urranging the folds 
of the cloak. “But his greatest work,” 
said Mr. French, “a work which St 
Gaudens pronounced the finest eques- 
trian statue in the world, is the statue 
of Genera! Thomas in Washington. 
There the horse is a real horse in 
every detail Mr. Ward knew horses 
and loved them.” 

The ancestral Wards landed at 
Jamestown, Va., in 1607, and some of 
them moved westward in the course of 
time, stopping at Urbana, O., Mr. 
Ward's birthplace. He uever saw a 
piece of sculpture before he was fif- 
teen years old, but Jong before that 
he had learned how to make such 
queer figures with mud and ciay that 
the country people called him “Ward's 
queer boy.” 

One day be went to Cincinnati, 
where he saw for the first time a piece 
of real sculpture, the work of Hiram 
Powers. Returning home, he attempt- 
| ed to mold figures of his own, without 
encouragement trom his parents, bow- 
ever, who regarded the boy’s efforts 
us foolishness. 

If it bad not been for a sister Ward 
might have remained a resident of OCr- 
bana. ‘The sister came from Brooklyn 
to visit her parents and managed to 
arrange for her brother to return with 
her to New York for instruction. ‘To- 
ward the end of seveu years’ time he 
turned out “Fhe indian Hunter,” 
which is one of the notable bits of 
sculpture at present in Central park, 
| New York. 

The first work for which Mr. Ward 
was paid was the execution of a wolf's 
head for a fountain in Mexico. He 
was given $10 for it. Mr. Ward was 
fond of fishing, and his real home of 
late years bad been on his estate of 
2,000 acres at Peekamoose lake, in the 
Catskills. Here the sculptor had* a 
large house as wel! as a clubhouse and 
entertained in them large parties of 
| his friends. When he was in bis 
prime Mr. Ward was a skillful boxer, 
and up to the end of his life he was a 
Hercules for strength. 

One of his paternal ancestors, John 
Ward, reached this side of the Atlan- 
tie in 1619, landing at Jamestown, 
| Va., and a maternal ancestor settled 
in Pennsylvania in 1685. -His lineage, 
the fact that he never studied abroad 
and the character of his work made 
him what his brother artists have 
often called him, an indigenous artist, 


“one of the makers of American bis- 


tory.” In another sense -he was a 


“maker of American history,” since he: 


had preserved its chapters for all time 
in the faces and figures of his many 
noted statues. 

Mr. Ward was married three times. 
He had been an academician since 
1863.

Traffic in Young Girls Is Car- 
ried on Systematically 


‘A CONFESSION BY LEVENSON 


New York Man Who Received Com- 
mission on Girls’ Earnings Says 
There Are Three “Stockades” in 
New York In Which Best of Young 
Girls Are Kept Ready For Instant 
Delivery at Any Hour 


New York, May 5.—Harry Leven- 
fon, under indictment for selling 
young girls into lives of shame, told 
the district attorney 
least three “stockades” in New York, 
in each of which from five to ten such 
girls are kept ready night and day for 
instant delivery wherever they may 
be wanted. His counsel was with him 


during the interview and confirmed it 


last night. 

Little effort, said Levenson, is 
made to recruit women of the street. 
The stockades are filled from the best 
of young girls who are unhappy at 
home or who live narrow lives on their 
own earnings and long for leisure, 
good clothes, gayety and freedom 
from restraint.

change on the food cust problem and 
its relation to the farm, said that con- 
servation of the soil both east and 
west would determine future prosperi- 
ty and promised 
government aid in 
any state move- 
ment to increase 
the __ productivity 
and improve the 
condition of the 
soil. 

The exchange had 
called a2 conference 
on this subject and 
invited the secre- 
tary, congressmen 

or and the heads of 
| SAMES WILSON. the various big 
railroads in the east. As an outcome 
of the discussion a permanent organi- 
zation was formed, on which the rail- 
roads are represented, to educate the 
farmers of the state of New York in 
the best interests of production and of 
inducing residents in cities to go 
“back to the farm.” 

“We cannot afford to buy food from 
foreign countries,” said Mr. Wilson. 
“We must see to it that our western 
farms produce enough, not only for 
home consumption, but also to sell 
abroad and square up the balances of 
trade. 

“It costs more to get anything done 
in our country than in most others. 
Production does not increase as fast 
as population. Prices go up. It costs 
more to pay carriers, dealers, manu- 
facturers, all classes. The farmer gets 
big prices now, but it costs him twice 
as much to grow things as it did ten 
years ago. 

Cannot Afford to Buy Abroad. 

“The fact that population increases 
faster than food sets us thinking. We 
cannot afford to buy food from foreign 
countries. The balances of trade for 
goods bought and sold since the civil 
‘war, independent of farm products, 
have been heavily against us during 
that time and have been paid by ex- 
ports from the farm. 

“Most of our people in the east are 
being fed from the Mississippi valley, 
and the states from the south draw 
{much from the same source. For the 
last half century the young people of 
the farms have been educated to leave 
them. No teacher until recently taught 
a scholar the way to make more of his 
day’s work on the farm or how to 
make the acre respond better, and for 
a very good reason. The teacher had 
never learned it himself. Education 
flows downward from the university 
regarding everything but agriculture. 
If applied science along this line is not 
understood at the fountainhead there 
will be no stream from which to 
drink. 

“Ignorance permitted the soil to be- 
come unproductive. The highest intel- 
ligence ts required to bring back fer- 
tility. Generally speaking, our farms 
are managed with too little capital or 
the farm {is too large for the means of 
the operator. Help is dearer than it 
has been, and it is scarce in all sec- 
tions of the country. Higher prices 
for farm products will justify more 
pay to the farm hand and have a tend- 
ency to keep workers on the farm. 

“The cheup food of the past has been 
one of the great advantages the manu- 
facturer bas had. He bas it no longer.

Soil Conservation Urged. 

“Importtions of food will bring 
about a change in our economics, a 
revolution in our policies, which may 
be avoided by better farming and a 
comprehensive view of the situation 
by those who deal in big things, wheth- 
er carrying commerce, manufacturing 
or finance. If the America we know 
today is to continue with its opportu- 
nities for all classes, high prices for 
skill and labor, home ownership for 
every industrious man, education for 
every child, an easily acquired com- 
petence for every frugal, 
family, we must look to the soll and 
its power of production. ~ Other na- 
tions prosper by commerce and manu- 
facturing, but their working classes 
are not as comfortable as ours. 

“Every state should organize to con- 
serve fertility of its soils. The depnrt- 
ment of agriculture would gladly co- 
operate with all of them. This de- 
partment has corps of scientists that 
could be made useful in this regard. 


| There is no kind of conservation that 


compares at all in importance with 
soli conservation, while all are impor- 
tant. We are late in beginning, but 
high prices are impelling and insistent 
from every standpoint.

DELAY IN HEIKE CASE 


Government May Be Handicapped by 


Iliness of Important Witness 

New York, May 5.—The illness of 
one of its chief witnesses may seri- 
ously hamper the government in its 
prosecution of Charles R. Heike, sec- 
retary of the American Sugar Refining 
company, whose trial on sugar under- 
weighing conspiracy charges is set for 
May 10.

SCALE NOT SATISFACTORY 


River Mill Workers Reject 
Proposition of Manufacturers 

Fall River, Mass., May 5.—Four 
of the five textile unions in this city 
last night unanimously rejected the 
wage scale proposition submitted re- 
cently by the manufacturers as a suc- 
cessor to the present scale, which will 
expire the end of this month. The 
Loom-Fixers’ union did not vote. 

The minimum provision of the man- 
ufacturers’ proposition is said to have 
been the main point at issue. The 
nianufacturers offered to pay a mini- 
mum of 19:66 cents on a margin of 
80. The labor men want the margin 
reduced to 67% cents.

‘Public Greatly Overestimates 


Pay Envelopes of Stars, 


eee 


FEW PLAYERS GET $3,500. 


Pittsburg’s Salary List Reported to Be 


Around $75,000, While Philadelphia | 


Athletics’ Pay List Is Said to Be 
$35,000. 


The statement recently that a salary 
of but $4,500 was being paid annually 
to Johnny Kling, the Chicago Nation- 
als’ star catcher, cume as a big sur- 
prise to the baseball fans. It was pop- 
ularly believed that the clever back- 
stop was drawing a much larger sti- 
pend for his work. During a recent 
fanfest among the Pittsburg players 
some interesting facts came out con- 
cerning baseball salaries in general, 

Wagner's salary, for example, ts a 
matter of guesswork purely to all ex- 
cept Pittsburg club officials, the Fly- 
ing Dutchman and possibly one or two 
others, who have been told in strict 
confidence. He is supposed to be 
and probably is the highest salaried 
man in baseball, but the wages he {fs 
paid for clouting. base running and 
spreading his giant frame over several 


acres of territory for the Pirates has} 


undoubtedly been overestimated by 
many persons who profess to have in- 
side information on the subject. It 
has been put as high as $8,000 a year 
by some guessers, and very few per- 
Sons think he is getting less than 
$10,000. One of the few, however, is 
a prominent member of the Pittsburg 
club. 

“I do not say that Honus isn’t worth 
that price. He is worth even more, 
considering his playing ability and his 
value to the club from a box oftice 
point of view. But baseball is a 
business proposition, and $10,000 fs an 
enormous amount to give to any player 
for a few months’ work. ‘They will 
have to show me before they can con- 
vince me that Honus is drawing that 
much, 
is not getting more.” 

Several of the players suggested that 
the big Teuton ought to be getting a 
percentage of the gate receipts. Then 
the salary subject took a wide range, 
and the same player who is quoted 
above declared that in his opinion 
every member of the Pirates who fig- 
ured to any extent in the winning of 
the National league pennant and the 
world’s championship received an ad- 
vance in salary for this year. He be- 
lieved that “Dots” Miller’s contract 
calls for more than twice as much as 
he received last year and that all the 
regular players were advanced. 

“It seems to be the policy of the 
club,” he said, “to lend substantial en- 
couragement to brains, ability and 
willingness, and it is to that fact. com- 
bined with the very able leadership of 
Fred Clarke, that you can credit that 
ideal club spirit that prevails among 
the Buccaneers. I'll venture to say 
that the Pittsburg club paid out $75,- 
000 in salaries last summer and that 
no other club paid as much. I have 


been told, and I believe it to be true, | 


that the salary Hst of the Philadelphia 
Americans for the season of 1909 
amounted to only $35,000, making a 
difference of $40,000 in the money paid 
out to players by two major league 
clubs. How Connie Mack can pay 
such small salaries and manuge to 


keep his club up in the race is some- | 


thing I cannot understant.” 

The salaries of the Cubs were also 
discussed, and it was agreed among 
the players that the average and the 
total of the Pirates are much larger. 
Chance, they understand, signed a 
three year contract as manager of the 
team at a figure under $8,000, and 
Kling and Brown are the only mem- 
bers of the team. receiving anything 
like $5,000. Reulbach is said to be 
pitching for $3.500. Lajoie is said to 
have received $9,000 a year from 
Cleveland, of which $2,000 was for 
managing the club. Many other star 
players were mentioned and their real 
and paper salaries given. 

Of course it is possible that the Pi- 
rate players who gave the information 
on the subject may be mistaken, but 
it must be admitted that they are in 
a position to learn the actual facts bet- 
ter than the newspapers. It was gen- 


erally agreed among them that the 
public has an erroneous {dea about 


fancy salaries paid to players. Connie 
Mack, even in war days, is said to 
have averaged only $3,000 to his play- 
ers. 

While the public may be wrong in 
its beliefs, the fact remaius that any 
player which delivers the goods in fags 
company gets enough money for it to 
keep the wolf from the door during 
the winter, and most of them earn 
Several times as much as they could 
take down in any other trade or occu- 
pation for which they are fitted.

Licenses Granted IIlegally 


The new law passed by the Legisla- 
ture of 1910 relative to 


licenses to innholders and common 


| victuallers is of interest at this time. It 


will be seen that a fee of $5 may be 
required. Chapter 383 reads: 

“Section two of chapter one hun- 
dred and two of the Revised Laws, as 
amended by chapter two hundred and 
ninety-one of the acts of the year 
nineteen hundred and six, is hereby 
further amended by striking out sajd 
section and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

“Section 2. 
cities having such boarde, the mayor 
and aldermen in cities having no such 
boards and also in cities which have 
such boards but whith, in any year, 
vote not to authorize the granting of 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor, and the selectmen of towns, 
may grant licenses to persons to be 
innholders or common victuallers in 
such cities or towns. 

“Such Heense shall not be issued or 
be valid until it has been signed by the 
mayor and a majority of the aldermen 
in cities in which the license is to be 
granted by the mayor and aldermen, 
or by a majority of the licensing board 
in other cities and in towns. A mayor 
or any member of a licensing board 
'may refuse to sign a license for a per- 
son who in his opinion has not com- 
plied with the provisions of this chap- 
|ter; and a mayor or any member of 
such board who signs a license grant- 
ed contrary to the provisions of this

Judge Avery Finds Want of Probable Céuse 
lor Manslaughter

Want of probable cause to believe

finding this morning by Judge Avery 


im the case of Conductor Robert J. 
Egan in causing the death of Rosco 
Hunt. The case which consumed 


two days in its hearing came up this 
morning for the court’s finding. 

In summing up the case, the court 
said what Egan did was unfortunate, 
yet not enough justification to hold 
him for manslaughter. It seemed to 
him, in view of the 
that the men under the 
liquor rode on the car 
more or less annoyance to the trav- 
public, On at Quincy 
one of them struck him with a dress 
suit case and followed it up with a 
deliberate kick, and that Egan struck 
back. The blow did not cause death. 
Hunt had bags in both hands, and 
manner in which he fell caused his 
death. If it had been a blow that 
brought blood it would have been dif- 
ferent. The court had a feeling that

There was no testimony that 
Egan was afraid of the man or would 
strike him again; which would have 
justified the blow. Egan turned in- 
stinctively and struck in a Spirit of 
retaliation. If Hunt was about to fol- 
low him it would have been justified 
to protect himself. The assault had 
ceased And Egan was not justified to 
strike back. He did not take any 
steps to see if another blow was com- 
He is either justified'and should 


i 


be discharged, or he was not justi- 
fied and held for man- 
slaughter. He felt that the blow was 
not justified. 

Mr. Hall, counsel for Egan, said one 
thing has been ignored by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. What was the effect 
on Egan. These two men, who had 
it in for him, stood back of him and 
he got a kick in the back. He turned 
and did what any true American 
would. Struck He was per- 
fectly justified. He was rebelling an 
assault and not usipg undue force, 

The court rendered its finding of 
want of probable cause to believe 
him guilty of manslaughter and or- 
dered his discharge. 

As ‘Egan left the court room he was 
immediately surrounded by many of 
his friends and congratulated on his 
discharge. 

It was’ intimated by the court the 
District Attorney could bring an in- 
dictiment Egan before the 
grand jury, but in view of his being 
discharged by the lower court it is

Chief 
of the scandals in which cards in- 
volved Albert Edward was the Tranby 
Croft baccarat affair, in which were 
also involved Sir Gordon Cumming 
Mrs. Wilson and Lady Brooke—“the 
babbling Brooke” she came to be 
called because she gossiped so much 
that the affair became public. This 
brought Albert Edward into court and 
made no end of talk, both in England 
and America, in 1889. 

Quarrel! With a Duke 

It was his unwillingness to abandon 
baccarat that caused a violent quarrel 
| between Albert Edward and the Duke 
of Richmond, one of the most trusted 
advisers of the queen. The duke 
specified that there should be no bac- 
carat at Welbeck Abbey during the 
race weck, and when he discovered 
the prince and a party of friends play- 
Ing there was a violent scene. The 
prince refused to stop playing and ac- 
cepted an invitation to the home of an 
Australian millionaire, where he con- 
tinued his play. The queen also for- 
bade baccarat at Windsor during Ascot 
week, but so set on playing was the 
prince that he rented a cottage and 
| continued his favorite sport. 

As the Prince of Wales, Edward VII 
had a host of friends. Frank, loyal 
and warm-hearted he always was. He 
Was typically the “good fellow,” but 
he was a stickler fay the prerogatives 
his relation to the throne demanded. 
He always insisted upon being ad- 
dressed as Sir and his friends remem- 

bered never to speak until he first ad- 
dressed them, and no subject was dis- 
| cussed that was not suggested by him. 

He loved Paris. This caused no end 
of concern to those whose duty it was 
to guard him. He wsxs fond of giv- 
ing the slip to the detectives and hur- 
rying across the channel, and when 
his fiight was discovered the French 
| police, as well as the English, were 
| led a merry chase. 
| Felt Pulse of His People _ 
| He preferred a hired coach to a 
| royal equippage and often managed 
to indulge this whim. Many times he 
| strolled through the streets with the 
| same freedom as an ordinary work- 
{ man listening to the talk of the peo- 
ple—feeling the pulse of the men and 
women who were to become his sub- 
jects. It was this thorough knowledge 
of the people that made him the great 
king that he was. 

King Edward for years had much to 


favorite 


| 


do with setting fashions for men. He 
| was a lover of simplicity, which led 
to the introduction by him of the 


Single-breasted frock coat for even- 
ing. This was his first failure. His 
| military and public engagements de- 
| manded that he have a great ward- 
robe, the same as his nephew, Em- 
peror Wilhelm of Germany. 

Kept His Kingdom Clean 

But all his light-hearted manner 
disappeared and this seeming easy- 
going disposition faded away when he 
Was crowned king. His first speech, 
uttered soon after the coronation, is 
now a matter of history, but it is fit- 
ting that it should be repeated in con- 
nection with this article, for in it King 
Edward outlined a policy from which 
he never deviated as much as a hair- 
breadth. 

“In undertaking the heavy load 
which now devolves upon me,” said 
the king, “I am fully determined to 
be a constitutional sovereign in the 
strictest sense of the word, and as 
long as there is breath in my body to 
work for the good and amelioration of 
my people.” 

This he did. 
He kept his kingdom clean, and, 
there may have been colonial 
tions from time to time, they were 
problems that are simply incident to 
the course of events in a great em- 
pire. The business of Great Britain 
and Ireland is not the business of a 
concern, nor of two or three small 
countries. 

Tact, the simple name of diplom- 
; acy, may have won for King Edward 

the love of his people which now 
plunges them into a deep mourning of 
the heart, but it was only the tact 
of an intensely human soul—gennine 
in its love of peace and fellowship. It 
was only this that could have made the 
victory so complete and enduring, 


while 
ques-

ALTITUTE OF 23,800 FEET 


Reached by Kite Flown by Weather 
Observatory In Virginia 

Washington, May 7.—The world’s 
record for kite flights held by the 
Weather bureau observatory at Mount 
Weather, Va., was exceeded by that 
observatory by about 700 feet. 

Ten kites were used, carrying over 
nine miles of wire, and the head kite 
reached an altitude above sea level 
computed at 23.800 feet, at which 
point a temperature of 29 degrees be- 
low zero was recorded.

WASTE FOR MILES 


Fifteen Persons Killed In Blow- 
ing Up of Powder Plant 


Ottawa, May 9.—An explosion 


which last evening wrecked the Gen- 
eral Explosive company’s plant, sit- 
uated four miles trom this city, killed 
fifteen persous and injured fifty oth- 
ers. , 

he force of the explosion was ter- 
rific. The country for miles around 
was laid waste and many small dwell- 
ings in the city of Hull, on the side 
nearest the scene of the explosion, 
were flattened to the ground. 

A baseball game was in progress a 
short distance from the powder works. 
The teams were playing the last in- 
ning, and when a fire was seen in 
one of the small buildings of the 
powder plant, the crowd began t 
swarm up the hill to get a better view 
of the blaze. 

Warning of the danger came to the 
onloookers in two minor explosions 
soon after the fire got well under way. 

When the main magazine exploded 
there were two stunning detonations. 
Everything within a radius of a mile 
and a half was torn and shattered.

OLD BLACK MAMMY STATUE. 


Memorial Planned For Ne- 
gresses of the South.

The councillors having acquainted 
the king with the completion of the 
proclamation, he entered the council 
chamber and signed the proclamation, 
after which he confirmed in their of- 
fices those who had held appoint- 
ments under his father at the time of 
the king’s death. 

King George delivered a brief but 
earnest address. He exhibited deep 
emotion as he announced his deter- 
mination to endeavor, under the guid- 
ance of God, to maintain the high 
traditions of the British court and to 
fulfill to the best of his abilities the 
great trust reposed in him. 

The lord chancellor, Lord Loreborn, 
administered the oath to the king and, 
following the custom, the cabinet 
ministers swore allegiance to the new 
sovereign, at the same time tendering 
their seals of office, which the king 
returned. 

The ministers kissed the  king’s 
hand. The conncillors upon being re- 
appointed in turn took the oath of al- 
legiance and kissed the king’s hand. 
This concluded the business of the 
council and the king retired. 

The king left St. James palace on 
his return to Marlborough House at 5 
o'clock, having been absent for the 
ceremony just one*hour, The marked 
lack of display in the cOnduct of the

And likewise if the people of Philadel- 
phia were transferred to Glasgow the 
government of that city would con- 
tinue to be one of the best in the world 
year after vear and election after elec- 
tion, Human nature is the same in 
Philadelphia and Glasgow. 

Apathy, indifference, are relative, de- 
pending entirely upon how much is de- 
Inanded, Suppose, for instance, there 
Were but one polling place for an en- 
tire city, that the citizens must 
travel consideralle distances on elec- 
tion day in order to cust their votes. 
Immediately we should confront the 
phenomenon of a decreased vote—more 
“apathy” as compared with the pres- 
ent condition, where there is a polling 
place at every barber shop. 

Suppose we put the polling place ten 
miles out of town on the top of a 
mountain, so that every citizen had to 
go out and scramble all day to get 
there—we should have a still smaller 
vote, Most of the citizens would stay 
in town and attend to their own busi- 
ness, and the reformers would say in 
disgust, “The citizens are supremely 
apathetic and indifferent and won't do 
their duty.” Yet the people of the 
town are the same people all the time 
—no more really apathetic than when 
full vote turned out on election 
day under the other conditions, 

That is what I mean by saying that 
apathy is relative, depending entirely 
upon how much is required, 


sO 


The Profession of Citizenship. 

We have made citizenship even more 
inaccessible to the people than I have 
described when I put the polling place 
on the mountain top. If you and I 
could, by walking ten miles and climb- 
ing a mountain once a year, become ef- 
fective participants in politics it is not 
at all unlikely that we would make the 
effort. But we have a system of poli- 
tics so elaborate by reason of the mul- 
tiplicity of elective offices that citizen- 
ship has come to be considered a sep- 
arate profession. That is the very 
climax of inaccessibility; it removes 
citizenship to a distance equivalent to 
a year’s journey. 

Every citizen knows that. reformers 
to the contrary, little fs gained in the 
effectiveness of the citizen by attend- 
ance at caucuses and primaries. A cit- 
izen must become so familiar with po- 
litical workings, so strenuous in his 
opinions and in his political activity, 
that he becomes a member of the little 
conclave that meets previous to the 
caucuses to set the tables for the elec- 
torate, before he begins to exercise any 
real control over the business of nomi- 
nation and election. He can do that 
only at the serious sacrifice of other 
business. In consequence the men who 
and remain effective politi- 
cians are either men who find in poli- 
tics satisfactory remuneration or else 
the leisure class, including millionaires 
and tramps. 

The hope of America does not He 
with any such class as this, but rather 
with the men whose time is too valua- 
ble to permit them to go into politics. 
When we make politics a profession 
we automatically exclude 95 per cent 
of the voters—the great unbribable 
mass of the community. ‘To restore 
control to 100 per cent of the people, 
to secure democracy in place of gov- 
ernment by politicians, we must so 
simplify politics that it will no longer 
constitute a separate profession. We 
must simplify it until a busy man can 
in his scanty spare time become suffi- 
ciently versed in its mysterles to be- 
come effective. 

To simplify politics means that we 
must strive to approach our ideal of 
an election, where the candidates come 
forward, to get a full hearing and each 
voter selects his favorite and has a 
reason,

The “Short Ballot.” 

One test of practicability is the need 
for a “ticket” or a “label” to guide the 
voter, and when we cali for the selec- 
tion of ten, twenty or thirty officials 
on one day we find that the people be- 
gin to vote by tickets. by party labels 
instead of by men, giving themselves 
over blindly to the guidance of poli 
ticians. 

But it is certainly possible to elect 
one man on one day in ideal fashion. 
Experience has demonstrated that be 
yond a doubt. The experience of cer- 
tain western cities that are governed 
by commissions of five clected on a 
nonpartisan ballot shows that the av- 
erage citizen can manage to select five 
separate favorite candidates without 
the aid of a ticket. Whether the exact 
limit is five or six or seven is, of 
course, a matter that cannot be exact- 
ly demonstrated. 
becn used at times in some of those 
cities, showing that five is at least near 
the border line. 

Accessibility thus attained is not 
enough, however. The people will not 
inevitably participate even if they can 
Having led our horse_to water, we 
must get him to drink.” For instance, 
suppose we elected a county clerk and 
no one else at a given election. There 
is an ideally short ballot—just a single 
place to be filled—a perfectly “access!- 
ble” bit of politics. Yet the ballot on 
that occasion would fail to gather the 


But tickets have’ 
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judgment of the people just as surely 
us if the county clerk were lost in a 
crowd of other minor officials at the 
bottom of a jieng ballot. The people 
with a few exeeptions would not go to 
the polls or pay af attention to the 
matter, for the share of each voter in 
the matter of the county clerkship is 
too insignificant to deserve attention. 
The electorate shrugs its big shoulders 
and flatly declines to be bothered. 

So we face the problem of devising a 
system in which the people not only 
can participate, but will participate. 
The importance of the election must 
reach the consciousness of every voter. 
The way to bring this about is not by 
exhortation and prayer, but by giving 
real importance to the position that is 
to be filled so as to make it naturally 
conspicuous. For instance, the office 
of state assemblyman in New York is 
among the neglected positions. In ac- 
tual practice this is now an appoin- 
tive position—appointive by some self 
established and irresponsible coterie of 
local politicians. Even in the off years, 
when the assemblyman is sometimes 
the only place on the ballot, experience 
shows that the people do not take con- 
trol. The place cannot, of course, be 
made appointive by any other elective 
officer, The proper alternative is to 
increase the importance of the office. 
At present the assemblyman is a mere 
one one-hundred-and-fiftieth of one- 
half of a legislature, whose actions are 
closely circumscribed by the constitu- 
tion and subject to the veto of the gov- 
ernor. Suppose that, following the ex- 
perience of the cities, ‘we substitute 
one chamber for the present bicameral 
system and triple the size of the dis- 
tricts. Each assemblyman would then 
be six times as important and, with 
his increased capacity for good or ill, 
would attract more criticism, more 
popular examination. If the people 
still fail to get excited over that oflice 
cut the size of the assembly in half 
again, thrusting upon twenty-five men 
the responsibility of all legistation for 
a great state. And surely then, if not 
before, the office will reach a pinnacle 
of light where the whole electorate 
will see it and feel concerned about it 
and where it will be beyond the grasp 
of the politicians. 


The Limitations of Democracy. 

And so we have two practical limita- 
tions to our ideal of an election: 

First.—The number of officials to be 
elected at any one time must be limit- 
ed to five or less; and, 

Second.—The elective offices must be 
limited to those that are of such im- 
poriance and character that the people 
will consent to exert themselves to 
make the selection themselves. 

In building a democracy everything 
else must be warped to fi these funda- 
mental limitations, for these are the 
limitations of the people themselves. 
We cannot wait for human nature to 
change; we must order our institutions 
to fit human nature. There is no hope 
in putting a square collar on our borse 
and then condemning the horse for 
failure to grow a square neck. Ac- 
cordingly, while it may seem desirable 
to have a state treusurer elected so as 
to secure independent audit of ae- 
counts, We must secure protection in 
some different way if it is found in 
practice that the people do not select 
the state treasurer for themselves. 

It may seem desirable in a city for 
various reasons to have a large council 
elected at large, but that plan with all 
its advantnges must be rejected on 
account of the supreme and unalter- 
able disadvantage that in practice the 
real selecting under those conditions 
is not done by the voters. 

No matter how many reasons may 
be advocated for having all county offi- 
cials independently elected, those rea- 
sons cannot stand against the over- 
whelmingly and unalterable disadvan- 
tage that those offices make so little 
appeal to the popular imagination that 
the public in practice ignores them 
and leaves the selection of those offi- 
cials to be settled without supervision 
by unybody who volunteers. Deplore 
such wanton carelessness if you will, 
but the public is too big te be spanked. 


The Success of “the Short Ballot.” 

The fact that Great Britain, most of 
Canada and other foreigu democracies 
recognize the inert clumsiness of the 
electorate and call for only the sim- 
plest popular participation is a_ big 


enough difference to account for their | 
it is the acceptance | 
of the same principle that explains the | 


relative success. 


suces®s of the new notion of govern- 
ing American cities by small boards 
or “commissions.” And until our pol- 
itics is simplified in deference to the 
human limitations of the electorate in 
our states, counties and cities the 
American people can never really con- 
trol their goternment. 

Many a reformer will disagree with 
this and cite the effective rush to arms 
that has been made by the people un- 
der present conditions on this or that 
happy occasion as showing the people 
cab contro! now if they want to, but 
there is always the relapse, as the re. 
former himself will confess. On sucb 
occasions an abnormal condition o1 
public activity has been created, usual- 
ly through the means of great ané 
costly stimulation. Being abnormal, 
it cannot persist indefinitely, and 
either through the ceasing of the stim 
ulus or the failure of the old stimulus 
to stimulate any longer, we have the 
inevitable reversion to normal condi- 
tions. 

The need of simplification in our 
methods of popular control of govern- 
ment is based on nothing less than-the 
necessity for getting something that 
in actual operation will prove practical, 

When we have by sufficient study 
and experiment along these lines ar- 
rived at a point where the electorate 
votes only for men it knows, we shall 
ha\e real popular control, real democ- 
racy and government that more ac- 
curately responds to public opinion.

Given Freedom of City 

There was a scarlet cord stretched 

across the street at Temple Bar, to 


signalize the real barrier of old. When, 
the king's heraldic messengers ar- | 
rived the city marshal stopped their | 


progress and shouted: “Halt! Who 
goes there?” 

The pursuivant huskily replied: 
“The officers of arms, who demand 
entrance to the city to proclaim his 
royal majesty’s accession.” 

The city marshal then ceremonfous- 
ly broke the news to the lord mayor, 
who ungrudgingly consented to permit 
Rouge Dragon to cross the boundary 
and enter the free city and hand the 
proclamation to the lord mayor and 
privy council. 

The lord mayor, having in behalf 
of the city accepted George V as the 
lawful and righteous sovereign and 
read the proclamation, shouted: “God 


save the king!" The band played the! 


national anthem and the crowd shout- 
ed: “God save the king!” with their 
heads bared. 

The Rouge Dragon and the lord 
mayor then peacefully rode side by 
side, followed by the heralds, to the 
Royal Exchange. The heralds stood 
on the steps of the exchange. There 
the huge parchment proclamation was 
again read, there was another fan- 
fare of trumpets, the bands played 
the national anthem and every head 
was bared while the people gave a re- 
sounding shout of “God save the king” 
at the end of the ceremony.

FAST THINKING WHAT COUNTS 


Brooklyn’s Star Southpaw Twirler 
Points Out Why Many Players Suc- 
ceed or Fail When They Get Trial In 
Fast Company. F

A young pitcher may come into the 
big leagues from a minor club with a 
great record. He may have good 
curves, fair control and great speed. 
pany people are under the impression 
that this is all that is needed to keep 
the recruit in fast company. This is 
not so, however. The youngster may 
possess all these qualities and yet may 
not be fit for fust company, and he is 
quickly sent back to where he came 
from. It is the little things that count 
the most for the twirler in the big 


leagues. For instance, here are a 
few: A pitcher must know how to 
stund when a runuer reaches first. 


He must learn how to use his shoul- 
ders in making a guick movement as 
if to throw to first when shooting the 
ball up to the next batter. This little 


act will serve to make the runner keep 
on the jump, not kuowing just what 
is going to happen. 

Another importanf point for a young 
twirler to waster is in covering first

base on everything hit in the direction 
of right field, whether it be foul or 
fair. Aud yet how many players ever 
EO over to cover the bag? <A twirler 
who fs in the habit of running over to 
cover tirst sack whenever a ball is bit 
in the right field direction is of great 
value to a team in every game played. 
The matter of learning to cover the 
initial sack on the pitch is easy. All 
the twirler must do when delivering 
the ball is to slightly incline his body 
in the direction of first corner, and in 
the swing with the ball he gets a fair- 
ly good start in the desired direction. 

Every now and then the fans read 
of “boneheads” In baseball. The rea- 
son for this is that they do not possess 
a subconscious mind. Many times 
there are plays on the diamond which 
the player must as soon as the ball is 
hit know exactly what to do. His 
hands aud feet must be ready to act 
with his mind. Many persons call 
this iustinct, but it is nothing else, 
however, than the inner mind. In this 
advanced day of the game ball tossers 
must think and do so rapidly. They 
must also possess an inner mind. 
Could a manager have on his team 
nine such men he would come close to 
owning a pennant winning team. 

How many times have you read 
about the wonderful curves that some 
young pitcher has, and just as soon as 
the season lengthens how little do you 
hear of him! A pitcher with freak 
ball and curves does not last very long 
In the big leagues. 

In the first place, throwing that kind 
of balls all the time is so hard on the 
muscles of the arm that one cannot 
stund the strain very long, and, second- 
ly, in time the batters are bound to 
set wise to curves and then bat them 
ul over the diamond. 

My advice to young men who aspire 
to success as pitchers is to learn how 
to throw a straight bail with unerring 
‘ecuracy, either. very fast, very slow 
ur halfway between, as the occasion 
bomands. 

I've found that my most effective 
ball is a high, swift, Straight shoot, 
ulting the inside corner of the plate. 
Of course this should be varied ocea- 
sionally with a slow teaser, and In a 
tight pinch a curve or a slow drop will 
do no harm. Just make it a point to 
see how many batters make a safe hit 
vf a ball that comes in swift on the 
level and close to the shoulders.

lution now goes to the senate. 

The resolution demands that con- 
gress call a constitutional convention 
which shall amend the constitution so 
that senators may be elected by popu- 
lar vote The convention method 
obviates the need of having the United 
States senate vote on the method in 
which senators shall be elected, be- 
cause the convention's acts become 
jaW upon approval by the states. 

Twenty-eight states have already 
adopted resolutions similar to the 
Riley order. Only thirty-one ure 
needed to call the convention.

The Civic Betterment committee 
has tried to work along several lines, 
believing that there are opportunities 


for improvement in many depart- 
ments of our city life. The club- 
house grounds were put into good 


condition early last spring and cared 
for during the summer.

There arc, how- 
ever, certain fundamental principles 
to be followed in advertising a town 
lor in advertising shoes. 

At the outset, two problems con- 
iront us. 1. To keep the trade of a

2, to bring to a town all the new trade 
we can—trade of the surrounding 
towns which has in the past drifted 
to other places, 

A booster movement should also be 
aimed to make the town a better place 
to live in, and also to attract newW 
manufacturing industries, but in the 
itwo articles I shall write, only the 
two problems first enumerated will be 
discussed. 

If the movement to boost a town is 
tto be successful, you must believe in 
it—you must do your part to help it. 
‘| am talking to you men, who read 
this article, to you men, who have 
been sitting back and waiting for the 
|boom to arrive, but have not offered 
your assistance. 

One man—a hundred men—cannot 
accomplish much unless the ‘whole 
town is filled with a spirit of helping. 
If you don't believe in the town's 
future; if you feele that she has 
reached her limit, you cannot blame 
outsiders if they accept your valua- 
tion of her. Every time you knock, 
every time you criticise the efforts 
that are being made to ‘boost her you 
are helping hold her down. You are 
doing yourself, An injustice as well as 
her, for better times for your town 
prill mean a better town to live in 
and fore advantages which you and 
your family will enjoy. 

Why is it that the “booster” move- 
iments in Western towns and cities 
have been so successful? Why are 
these towns growing {better and bus- 
ier every day, and why is it so many 
jsEastern towns are standing still ? It 
is not because the former are more 
advantageously situated, but rather 
because of the enthusiasm—yes, more 
than that, it is the loyalty of their 
citizens. They believe in their towns 
;and cities heart and soul, and every 
man and every woman is a walking 
adveriisement telling the advantages 
of their home cities to all who will 
listeh. Enthusiasm begets enthusi- 
asm. Let a Westerner talk to you 
about his town and before he lets you 
go you are chock full of his enthusi- 
asm in spite of yourself. You simply 
can't help it; it is spontaneous, 
| That's the spirit which you should 
have, which you must have, if a 
“booster” movemeht is to bring re- 
sults. Catch the spirit of it—grasp 
| its signifi¢dance—belfve in it—Co- 
OPBRATE, and the results in a few 
years will surprise you. It will take 
pime. A mushroom growth is not 
healthy for a town, but success is 
rertain if all pitch in and help boost. 

There are doubtless many things 
whfth you can criticise ajbout your 
town. No town is perfect—Utopia 
was but a creation of the imagination. 
There are two kinds of criticism, the 
‘one tears down, demolishes and leaveS 
despair or desolation in its wake; the 
other is constructive criticism which 
builds up, creates, and invigorates; 
the kind that not only picks out the 
flaws, Gdiseovers imperfections, but 
Suggests a remedy for them as well. 
Constructive criticism is the only kind 
that will help. 

How shall a town get the citizens. 
‘imbued with this confidence, with thi 
enthusiasm which is so absolutely 
necessary ? 

There are different ways: In the 
first place the merchants, manufac- 
turers, and professional men, the me®@ 
who are naturally the leaders in a 
fovement of this description should 
get together and organize. Call it a 
Trades’ Club, Board of Trade or what

River Works 


With the sailing from the Fore} 


River Works on Wednesday of the 
auxiliary yacht Aloha there left 
Quincy what is doubtless one of the 
finest private yachts afloat. The 
yacht which was launched March 23, 
was built by the Fore River Com- 
pany, for Commodore James Arthur 
Curtis of the New, York Yacht club. 
The yacht is barque rigged and car- 
ries 21,000 square feet of canvas. She 
is 202 feet long on her deck, and has 
a water line of 165 feet 10 inches. 
Her extreme beam is 35 feet 6 inches 
and her moulded depth 22 feet 4 
inches. She was constructed 
throughout under the special super- 
vision and to the highest class in 
Lloyd’s yacht register. She has a 
clipper stem and graceful trailboard 
carving terminating in a full-sized 
figure head. Her machinery is ar- 
ranged midships having engine room 
and staff quarters suitably located 
around machinery space, the crew be- 
ing berthed in a commodious fore- 
castle. 

In midship and aft are the owners 
and guest staterooms, seven in num- 
ber, all of which are finished in a 
magnificent manner. On the walls of 
the main reception room are numer- 
ous handsomely carved panels repre- 
senting historic scenes and the in- 
terior finish is of polished mahog- 
any. The staterooms are very elabo- 
rately furnished, the walls being 
papered and the floors carpeted. The 
electric lights are incased in cut 
glass chandeliers. The dining roont 
is furnished with handsome uphol- 
stered chairs with hand-carved arms. 

The staterooms are also very elabo- 
rately furnished and are in different 
colors ,jthat of the owner having an 
open fireplace. Each room has two 
single brass bedsteads and mahogany 
furnishings, and connected with each 
Stateroom is a private bath room. 
The owner's stateroom, in addition 
to the bath room, has an elaborately 
furnished dressing room. Each room 
is also connected with a  intercom- 
municating telephone system.

Vashington, May 12.—The presi- 
dent has received notice from some of 
the leading stand-patters in congress 
that they cannot stand with him in 
his support of the provision of the 
snudry civil bill under which the 
| present tariff board is to be continued, 
and instructed to make certain tariff 
‘investigations with a view to ulti- 
mately making changes in some of the 
schedules of the existing law. 

Senator Aldrich and Representatives 
Payne and Dalzell discussed the pro- 
posed tariff board legislation with the 
president yesterday. Neither Aldrich 
nor Payne would talk of the confer- 
ence. Dalzell said that no agreement 
had been reached with reference to 
the legislation. >

rich would say was that if congress 
took any action which would leave the 
impression that there is to be anoth- 


er tariff revision within a few years

After the emissaries of high protec- 
tion left the president's office, Chair- 
man Tawney of the committee on ap- 
propriations, the author of the tariff 
board provision, arrived for a talk 
with the president.

The situation as a whole with refer- 
ence to the proposed tariff investiga- 
tion is complicated. If the ultra pro- 
tectionists in the house refuse to

| number will make a point of order 
against the tariff board revision car- 
ried in the sundry civil bill. If the 
proposed legislation should go out on 
the ground that it is new legislation, 
the chairman of the committee on ap- 
| propriations would have to ask the 
committee on rules for a special rule 
under which to pass the provision. 
The Democrats are inclined to be 
against the proposed legislation be- 
cause provision is not made for re- 
porting to congress the information 
gathered.

SEASON EARLY. 


L. A. Wells of Blue Hill observa- 
jtory reports that April broke record 
of 62 years for High mean temper- 
ature, 

Like the preceding months in 1910, 
jthe weather in April was notable for 
jits warmth. The mean temperature 
lof the month was 49.8 degrees, which 
is 5.4 degrees above the normal and 
the highest recorded in April during 
the past 62 years. In fact, on four 
times in this period May has _ been 
|colder than the month just closed, 
[namely in 1858, 1868, 1882 and 1907. 
;The next warmest April occurred in 
{1878 when the mean temperature was 
46.9 degrees, while in 1909 it was 
44.9 degrees. The maximum temper- 
ature of the month was 75 degrees on 
|the 6th and the lowest was 29 de- 
grees on the 1ith. 

There was less than the usual am- 
ount of rain, the total fall being 2.64 
inches, while the average is 3.52 
inches. Last year the monthly total 
was 4.79 inches. Rain fell on 12 days, 
the greatest in any one day being .58 
inch on the 26th. There was about 
the usual amount of relative humidi- 
ty, and the total amount of sunshine 
of 199 hours was slightly more than 
normal. 
| There was less wind than is cus- 
jtomary in April and the prevailing 
direction was northwest. The maxi- 
mum velocity was 50 miles per hour 
{from the northwest on the 10th. Au- 
jroraS were observed on the nights of 
{the 2nd and 28th. It is «stimated 
that vegetation in this vicinity is 
about four weeks earlier than the 
[seasonal average.

So close was the ship to 
the shore, that after the first moment 
of excitement a board was thrown 
trom the ship to the bank, and across 
that men, women and children in the

New Way For Mailing Germs. 
Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
amended that section of the postal reg- 
Wations relating to the transmission 
of infectious matter in the mails. The 
change in the regulations will permit 
the use of a less expensive but amply 
secure mailing case for specimens of 
disease, It will provide also that such 
material may be sent to private lab 
oratories approved by the postotlice de 
partment at Washington, as well as 
to government, state and municipal 
laboratories. The changes meet with 
the approval of the bureau of public 

bealth and marine hospital service.

of L. R. Glavis and authorizing the 
dismissal of Glavis from his position 
of special agent of the intertor depart- 
ment. 

This draft by Lawler was delivered 
to the Ballinger-Pinchot committee 
and ordered spread upon the records 
of the investigation. 

Careful comparison of the Lawler | 
draft with the letter of the president 
shows that Taft did in fact adopt 
practically verbatim two short para- 
graphs of Lawler’s language. The 
substance of the two documents Is | 
otherwise widely dissimilar. 

The subject is on every tongue in 
Washington, where almost every 
man, woman and child is bitterly 
either a Vallinger or a Pinchot parti- 
san. 

The thing came to a head in the 
publication of a statement attributed 
to Frederick M. Kerby, one of the 
stenographers in the office of Ballin- 
ger, in which Kirby related at length 
the circumstances under which he al- 
leges the Lawler dratt to huve been 
prepared. 

Kerby asserted further that all of 
the preliminary drafts used in the 
preparation of the letter were burned 
in a grate in the interior department

Kerby drew the inference that the 
Lawler letter had been adopted by the 
president essentially as his own; that 
Ballinger and his legal adviser, 
therefore, virtually prepared the ex 
oneration which Taft issued over his 
own signature. 

Almost simultaneously with the 
publication of the Kerby statement, 
Attorney General Wickersham sent to 
the RBallinger-Pinchot investigating 
committee, then in session, a copy of 
the Lawler draft, accompanied by a 
letter to Chairman Nelson, in which 
Wickersham declared that the docu- 
ment was overlooked in sending the 
papers requisitioned »y the commit- 
tee at the behest of Attorney TLadeis. 

Upon the publication of the Kerby 
statement Ballinger hurried to the 
White House. Shortly afterward the 
following statement was issued:

Her two sisters-in-law, Mrs. E. M.| 


Hopkins and Miss Laura Hyde, 
mingled their tears with hers, but the 
physician stoically and with fixed ex- 
pression of the mouth said not a 
word. For atime he was even unable 
to whisper a word of encouragement 


to the strong, brave woman who sat} 
| at his side. 


Dr. Hyde had been under suspicion 
in connection with the mysterious ill- 
ness and deaths in the Swope family 


on Oct. 3, 1809. The death of Swope 
followed soon after he had suffered a 
severe convulsion and this convulsion, 
it was charged by the members of the 
Swope family, followed immediately 
after the administration of a capsule 
given by direction of Hyde, who said 


®it was a digestive tablet 


It was proved at the trial that Hyde | 
had purchased cyanide of potassium 
in five-grain capsules. Hyde claimed 
he bought the cyanide capsules to kill 
roaches in his office. 

Two days before the death of 
Swope, Moss Hunton, a cousin of the 
millionaire philanthropist, died at the 
Swope home following a stroke of 
apoplexy. Dr. Hyde and Dr. 
man treated Hunton. The patient was 
bled profusely, it is charged, 
suggestion of Hyde. Beginning early 
in December, an epidemic of typhoid 
fever broke out In the Swope house- 
hold, during which ten members of 
the family were stricken and one, 
Chrisman Swope, a brother of Hyde's 
wife, died after taking a capsule given 


at Hyde's direction and after suffer-, 


ing a convulsion similar to the one 


| that attacked Colonel Swope. 


Margaret Swope, Chrisman’s sis- 
ter, who was also treated by Hyde, 
had a convulsion after taking a cap- 
sule, but she was given an emetic at 
once by Twyman and recovered. 

In all, Hyde was indicted on eleven 
counts, the remaining indictments 
charging him with trying to murder 
members of the Swope family by in- 
troducing typhoid germs and poison 
into the medicines administered by 
him. 

Dr. Hyde is the husband of Colonel 
Swope’s niece, formerly Miss Frances 
Swope. Hyde married Miss Swope, 
in spite of the opposition of the girl's 
mother, Mrs. Logan Swope. The

‘No Effect Observable as Comet 
Speeds Toward the Earth 


SCIENTISTS NOT IN ACCORD 


Whether We Will Pass Through Tail 
of Sky Wanderer Is a Disputed Point 
—All Agree That There Will Be No 


Injurious Effect Upon Inhabitants 
of Mother Earth—Passage Across 
Sun Occurs Tonight 
Roston, May 18.—No atmospheric 

changes rightly chargable to the prox- 

imity of Halley’s comet to the earth 
have yet been observed by astrono- 
mers and meteorologists in the vicin- 


ity of Boston. They are keeping a 


sharp lookiut, however. The astron- 
omers will keep their telescopes 
aimed at the comet and the sun, 


while the meteorologists will watch 
the atmosphere. 

In the course of the next twenty- 
four hours the inhabitants of the 
earth will learn vastly more about 
comets in general, and Halley’s comet 
in particular, than they know at pres- 
ent. In that period the celestial vis- 
itor, whose approach has been closely 
watched for many months, will be at 
the nearest point to the earth that it 
will reach during its present visit. 

Whether the earth will pass through 
the tail of the comet is a disputed 
point. Some astronomers say that 
the comet has no real tail; that the 
appendage that is seen in the heavens 


is merely light passing through the} 


nucleus as through a lens. Others 
claim that there is a real tail com- 
posed of fragments or particles of gas, 
but that the whole thing is a more 
absolute vacuum than scientists have 
been able to produce on the earth.

The transit of the comet across the 
face of the sun will occur, according 
to the calculations of astronomers, 
between 10:50 and 11:48 o'clock to- 
night and during that period, if at 
all, the tail will sweep the earth. 
Just what will happen is unknown, 
but at the most the astronomers ex- 
pect a meteoric shower and a peculiar 
light change. There may be nothing 
at all that will be visible to the lay- 
man and there may be a brilliant 
spectacle.

The Rainbow. 

When a ray of sunlight falls on a 
raindrop it is refracted; then part of 
the light is reflected from the internal 
surface and again refracted on leaving 
the drop. The white sunlight fs not 
only refracted when it enters and 
leaves the drop, but dispersion also 
takes place. The eye sees bright cir- 
cles of light for each kind of light, and 
since sunlight is made up of different 
kinds of homogeneous light we get a 
series of circular arcs showing the 


| spectrum colors, the red being outside 


and the other colors following in the 
order of descending wave length. The 
whole constitutes a primary rainbow 
A secondary bow is sometimes seen 
outside the first. This is formed by 
the light heing twice reflected inside 
the raindrops. The less refrangible 
rays are on the inner side. Rainbows 
due to still mere internal reflections 
are too feeble to be observed It is 
possible to get a white rainbow if the 
sun is clouded or if there is a mixture 
of raindrops of very different sizes.

Next week, unless there is a 
decided change in plans, counsel will 
begin to argue the case. 

She members of the committee are 
becoming weary of the prolonged ses- 
sions and they are desirous of finish- 
ing up their work at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. For this reason it is 
believed that the arguments will not 
be especially protracted, and counsel 
will be given the privilege of filing 
supplementary briefs. 

Despite the fact that the Democrat- 


‘fe members of the committee are in- 


sistent that the investigation should 
be finally disposed of at this session 
of congress, it is learned that the Re- 
publican members are determined that 
a verdict shall not be rendered until 


next winter. The principal reason |} 


for this, it is learned, is that the ma- 
jority feels that the congressional 
election should not be complicated by 
the verdict of the committee.

CHEAP CUTS OF BEEF 


Demand Has Doubled, Causing Drop 

In Price of Fancy Cuts 
Chicago, May 19.—A reduction of 
6 cent a pound in the price of th 
better grades of dressed beef cuts is 
announced, while cheaper grades re 
main the same. 

Packers say that since the public 
has awakened to the fact that beef 
chucks and rounds are as nu- 
tritious as beef loins and ribs even 
though their cost is much lower, the 
demand for the cheap cuts’ has 
doubled. Consequently, they say they 
were compelled to reduce the cost of 
ribs and loins 
demand for the inexpensive parts. 

This latest reduction brought num- 
ribs to 14% cents and number 
one loins to 18 cents a pound, as com- 
pared with 1714 and 22 cents in van- 
uary.

Halley’s Comet and 
In Human 


FACTS. 

Identified by Edmund Halley 
(1656-1742), who predicted its re- 
turn in 1758, fixing the period of its 
revolution in its orbit at seventy- 
five to seventy-nine years. This 
was the first recorded prediction 
of a comet's return. 


Previous appearances identified 
as far back as 240 B. CG. Sir Rob- 
ert Ball identifies it as the comet 
that appeared in 2616 B. C., the 
year of Methuselah’s death. 


Conjectural diameter of the head, 
9,000 miles; length ef tail varying, 
present estimates ranging from 20,- 
000,000 to 46,000,000 miles; present 
‘speed about twenty-five miles a 
second. 


Its orbit, inclined to that of the 
earth at an angle of 18 degrees, ex- 
tends beyond that of Neptune, the 
outermost planet of our system, to 
a distance of about 3,300,000,000 
miles from the sun. Its speed is 
greatest near the sun and dimin- 
ishes so rapidly as the distance in- 
creases that half of its period is 
spent in that part of its orbit lying 
beyond Neptune's. 


SUFFRAGIST FLAG ON GRAVES 


Memorial Day Tribute For Dead War- 
riors in the Cause. 

All the graves of women suffragists 
ure to be decorated this coming Me- 
morial day. There is a little suffrage 
flag of blue with the words, “Votes 
For Women,” in the center in white 
and with four white stars, one in each 
corner, which will be placed upon the 
grave of every warrior who died dur- 
ing what the suffragists call the great 
civil war for woman suffrage. 

That is a little secret which leaked 
out the other night at the opening of 
a new suffrage settlement house by 
Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont at 196 East 
Broadway, New York, the wage earn- 
ers’ branch of her Political Equality 
association. 

There was a big blue and white 
“Votes For Women” flag across the 
end of the room where the platform 
was raised, and at the side the Amer- 
ican flag, with many of the small blue 
flags, facsimiles of the large one, held 
in place by “Votes For Women” but- 
tons. It was the first time the flags 
had been seen in New York, and Mrs. 
3elmont when asked about them let 
the secret slip out. 

“Yes,” she said, “they are quite new, 
and they are going to be used to deco- 
rate our suffragists’ graves. The wom- 
en's graves will be decorated as well 
as those of the men. Some of the flags 
were taken to Washington for the suf- 
frage convention, and the women took 
them home to their respective states 
from there. We can have our own 
Memorial day ceremonies.” 

The graves of “Aunt” Susan B. An- 
thony of Rochester, of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Mrs. Lucy Stone, 
pioneers in the movement, will be 
among those which have the flag— 
which is the size of the American flag 
used on the soldiers’ graves—raised on 
their last resting places. 


SPEEDY FIGHTING CRAFT. 


The Sterrett Pioneer of Enlarged Type 
of Torpedo Boat Destroyers. 
That grim old sea fighter Commodore 
Andrew Sterrett would have swept the 
Mediterranean clean of Barbary pl- 
rates if he had had under his feet so 
speedy a craft as the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer which, bearing his name, 
plunged down the launching ways at 

Quincy, Mass., the other day. 

When the Sterrett receives her equip- 
ment and takes on board a dozeu or so 
of those long, destructive torpedo 
tubes it is a question of naval science 
whether she could make that final dash 
and deal a fatal blow to so formidable 
a fighter as the United States battle- 
ship Florida, which also maade her 
maiden plunge on the same day. 

In that final dash, for all torpedo 
boats are supposed to achieve glory 
and death at practically the same mo- 
ment, the Sterrett Is expected to make 
2014, knots an hour from the 600 revo- 
lutions each minute of her two turbine 
driven screws. 

The Sterrett and her sisters are nota- 
ble pioneers of a new and enlarged 
type of ocean going destroyers planned 
to keep the sea with the battle fleet un- 
der all conditions, and American naval 
architects say their ideas along these 
lines are being followed by the rivals 
abroad.

The beards worn by both men 
are chiefly acevuntable for the 
similarity. They both seem to 
have the identical expression of 
reserve or repression, both being 
seriou* minded men, upon whom 
the weight of responsibility does 
not rest lightly. 

There is a strong hereditary 
reason for a similarity of ap- 
pearance, the mother of the czar 
and the mother of the king be- 
ing sisters, daughters of the late 
king of Denmark. 

Close study of these two men 
from original photographs and 
not retouched shows many fa- 
cial characteristics totally dis- 
similar. The eyes in portrait No. 
1 are round and bulging, the up- 
per part of the head is round, 
and the under Hp is heavy. 
There are traces in the face of 
the comfortable, placid German 
type. In portrait No. 2 the eyes 
slant a trifle, suggesting the 
eraftiness of the Asiatic; the 
upper lip is heavy, the nostrils 
broad and thick. 

Portrait No. 1 is that of the 
king of England. No. 2 is that 
of the czar of Russia.

For a hun 
dred million y s life has been continu- 
ous on this earth, : have been 
visited by at least five Ss ecvery year. 
If comets could ever h: one the earth 
any harm they would have done it long 
ago, and you and I would not be discuss- 
ing comets or anything etse. As far as 1 
can learn, We were in the tall of Halle 
comet May 12.

Malay Weapons. 

The national Malay weapon, the 
creese, is said to bave been invented 
by a Javanese monarch of the four- 
teenth century. Its varieties are said 
to exceed a hundred, aud there are ip 
Javanese no fewer than fifty pames 
for them. It varies in size from the 
two foot wavy blade of Sulu down to 
a mere toothpick. But the peculiarit® 
is that the weapon Is vever ground, but 
kept rough and sawlike in edxe by 
scouring with lime juice or the juice 
of an unripe pineapple, sometimes 
mixed with Agsenie, and it is on this 
account that creese wounds are so 
dangerous, Old specimens ure so eaten 
away by this practice that the blade 
seems formed from a bunch of wires 
roughly welded up. Such creeses are 
highly valued, and seme of the ancient 


ones, heirlooins of chiefs, with gro- 
tesquely carved and ininid hilts and 


sheaths, are almost unpurchisa ble

We wish to make a correction to an 
article which appeared in several Bos- 
ton papers of May 18, and think your 
paper a good medium to make such 
correction.

End life savers, one of the first ‘boats 
to reach the burning schooner, avert- 
ed this possibility by cutting loose the 
schooner from the im- 
minent risk of being blown to pieces 
and towing it toward the beach.”

Contract For Big Plant In the 
Panama Ganal Zone 


Cincinnati, May 25.—Work on the 
Panama canal from this time on ought 
to be one grand round of pleasure. 
In order to lighten the burden on the 
heroes of the big ditch, and to carry 
them back in memory to the pies that 
mother used to make, Uncle Sam is 
going into the pie business to com- 
pete with mother’s famous pies. 

His agents have closed a contract 
here for a pie baking plant to have a 
capacity of 39,000 pies daily.

Leads to Resignation of Rabbi 
_ Magnes of Temple Emanu-El 


UAGED RETURN TO ORTHODOXY 


| “Co-operation or No Re-election” His 
When 
Showed Displeasure Over His Criti- 


| Ultimatum Congregation 
cism of Reformed Judaism—Trus- 
tees Take Letter as Resignation— 
Declare Associate Rabbinate Vacant 
New York, May 25.—The associate 


rabbinate of the Temple Emanu-El is 
left vacant by the action of the trus- 


| tees and the members of the congre- 


gation regarding a letter sent to them 
by Rabbi Leon Magnes in the light 
of a resignation and accepting it. The 
Severance of the ties between the 
Synagogue and Magnes is no surprise! 
to the congregation or in Hebrew cir- 
cles, for it was known that his con- 
fict of opinions with the congregation! 
must inevitably lead to that develop- 
ment. 

The incidents culminating in the ac- 
ceptance of his resignation had their 
origin in his recent Passover sermon, | 
which was regarded as diametrically 
opposite to the view of the congrega- 
tion, or most of it. The expression 
of his views on that occasion con-j} 
vinced the majority of the congrega- 
tion that a_ reconciliation between 
them and the rabbi, because of the} 
divergence of views, was impossible. 

In this sermon he called attention | 
to the empty pews of the temple, to 
the absence of the younger genera-| 
tion of the children of the members, | 
and predicted the decadence of the 
congregation unless it made certain 
changes in its method of worship. He 
called emphatically for the abandon- 
ment of the Union Prayer’ Book, | 
which is the prayer book of the Re- 
form Jews of this country, and the 
substitution for it of the old ritual- 
istic prayer which reform had} 
discarded and which contains prayers 
for the restoration of the Jewish state | 
in Palestine. 

He demanded also that the “eon- 
firmation” of the children of the con- 
gregation be abandoned, and that in- 
stead the old Jewish custom of Bar 
Mitzvah be reinstituted; he demanded 
the moderation of the price of pews, 
so that men of moderate circum- 
stances could bring their families into 
the temple, and he demanded the in- | 
crease of lessons in the Sunday school 
and the organization of adult classes 
in history. 

“If, however,” he added, “the 
congregation indieatés that I am not 
to expect its co-operation in accom- 
plishing the purpose I cherish, then I 
am constrained with regret, but with- 
out the least hesitation, to refuse a 
re-election to the rabbinate of the 
congregation at the expiration of my 
present term.” 

Dr. Magnes, who was called to the 
temple in 1906, preached in Novem- 
ber, 1907, shortly after the marriage 
of Trustee Louis Stern’s daughter to 
Baron Leo von’ Graffenried, a 
Catholic, a sermon deploring the mar- 
riage of Jews with Christians. Stern | 
resigned a few manths later. Magnes 
came from the Temple Israel, Brook- 
Ivn. He is a native of San Francisco, 
33 years old, and is prominent in the 
American Federation of Zionists.

Washington, May 25.—The depart- 
ment of agriculture, it is announced, 
has determined to institute a number 
of test cases and obtain rulings from 
the federal courts with relation to 
space that must be afforded animals in 
cars in transit from one state to an- 
other, controversy having arisen be- 
tween railroads and some shippers of 
livestock relative to unloading and 
compliance with the twenty-eight- 
hour law.

MANY YACHTS 
IN WATER 


Activity ‘in the Local Boat 
Yerds on Town River 


With the approach of summer and 
the holidays various pleasure crafts 
about Quincy are being fitted out for 
the season’s sailing. Although about 
every type of boat is in use, the cat- 
boat seems to be the most popular 
and boats of this type are al- 
ready in the water. 

The greater part of the large steam 
and gasoline yachts have left Bakers’ 
Basin and those remaining are nearly 
ready to do so. The Wacondah is 
now on the railway being painted. 
She is a one hundred foot steam 
wackt, constructed of steel, single 
screw, of fine lines, and equipped 
with the latest accommodations. She 
has large cabins and decks with ac- 
comodations for a dozen or more per- 
sons. She is owned by Charles Hay- 
den of Boston. 

In the storage house are the Mydia, 
a deep keeled, twenty-five footer with 


most 


speedy lines; the Edith, a_ fifty foot 
power boat, cabin over all; the Ro- 
berta of ‘Providence, a long fast 


power boat; the Venture, a deep set- 
ting round bottom power boat with a 
commodius cabin, about thirty feet 
over all, and several small power 
boats. 

In the water there are a few steam- 
ers and gasoline boats. The Totem is 


a fast looking, well built torpedo 
boat style gasoline launch, about 
thirty-five feet long. The Roque, 


owned by George A. Gardner of Bos- 
ton, is a low black steam yacht with 
about fifty feet over 
all. The Viator is about a duplicate of 
the Roque. Her owner is eMrrill 
Hunt, a Boston man. The Nashegon 
with a 
large cabin aft, roomy decks and 
spacious accomodations ‘below. Her 
owner is Willtam L. Douglas. The 
Prosit has a cabin over all with an 
engine room inthe center; she is 
about forty feet long and stands high- 


in the water; she is owned by John 
P. Shaw. The steamer Cape Cod, 
owned by the Cope Cod Steamboat 


Company is also in this basin receiv- 


ing a final coat of paint. 


The Barrows and Sprague yard 
next up the river has a collection of 
small craft ranging from fifteen to 
twenty-five feet in length. There is 
the Thelga, a solid seaworthy boat 
owned by W. G. Spargo; the Theta, a 
eat ‘boat with a roomy cabin; and a 
yawl rigger, Alema, owned by J. J. 
Ayers. Others are the Shoofly, A. B. 
Davis formerly owned by R. ‘E. Win- 
slow; the Ponemah, Daniel J. Ring 
owner; the Arbutus, A. ‘L. Merrill; 
Kittiwake III, A. W. Blodgett of Bos- 
ton; the Argestes, a handsome auxil- 
iary yacht owned by Frank Rich, the 
Adventure, owned by ‘A. G. Noel of 
Boston, and the Alys, owned by 
Luther Crocker of Braintree. The Alys 
is the largest ‘boat on the ways and 
looks to be very seaworthy and roomy 
inside. 

These boats are all in the last 
stages of repair and will soon ‘be in 
the water, aS are a number of boats 
that have been hauled up over winter 
on private beaches. They will give 
Quincy a large and fine looking fleet 
of sail and power boats. 

It is noticeable that the majority of 
the boats are contructed forpleasure 
though there are some few racers. 
The stple in water line paint has 
changed from red to green,

|After Plans 
Blackboard and Parchment and 
Naval Architects Had Made a Wocd- 
en Model the Steel Mass Was Riveted 
Together Plate by Plate.

the launching the other day of the bat- 
tleship Florida, the largest warship in 
the United States navy, were content, 
no doubt, with the collective impres- 
sion and with the emotion inspired by 
a mass of buoyant steel moving with 
breathless momentum to the water.

way. In the first place, then, Naval 
Constructor Baxter, with the instruc- 
tions from the navy department in 
hanc, sat down to work out a general 
scheme involving the features demand- 
ed. This scheme outlined the type, 
functions and characteristics 
Dreadnought.

a point and that he believed collisions 
at sea between vessels fitted with such 
direction finders would be impossible 
in fog or shine. He looks on the sys- 
tem as likely to revolutionize trans- 
atlantic navigation, already made safe 
except in thick weather by the ordi- 
nary wireless, not to mention the sub- 
marine bell systeth. This new inven- 
tion has an advantage which hither- 
to has been one of the greatest prob- 
lems to solve in wireless telegraphy— 
namely, it makes a wireless message 
secret. Heretofore wireless messages 
have practically been public property— 
that is to say, a message sent from one 
station could be read by any station 
within the radius of the message. 
This new invention makes it impos- 
sible for any station but the one the 
message is intended for to understand 
it. 

Further tests will be given the new 
system, and if it still proves its effi- 
clency it will be installed on the large 
ships. Its cost, it is said, is not very 
great. 


“My Maryland,” New Version. 

“Maryland, My Maryland,” stripped 
of its martial lines and its pro-south- 
ern sentiments, is being sung by the 
children of the Baltimore county+pub- 
lic schools in Maryland.

ROBERT KOCH 


Well Known Bacteriologist 


Succumbs to Heart Disease 


DEATH OF DR. KOCH 


He Gained Great Renown as Discov- | 
erer of Tuberculosis Germs 
Baden Baden, May 28.—Professor | 
Robert Koch, the famous bacteriolo- 
gist, died here from a disease of the 


heart. He was born at Klausthal, | 
Hanover, Dec. 11, 1843. | 
Professor Koch became  distin- | 


guished as an investigator of micro- 
organsms, but probably gained most 
renown as the discoverer of the bacilil | 
of tuberculosis and cholera. 

Professor Koch received decorations 
from the German and French govern- 
ments for his discoveries. He visited | 
the United States in 1908 and attend- | 
ed the international tuberculosis con- 
ference in Philadelphia.

Closely searching the War Records, 
we find that on Jan. 21, 1861, a regi- 
ment from the North part of the State 
offered their services to our Legisla- 
ture when such measure would be de- 
sirable. 

But more than a month previous, in 
one of the many interviews with 
Governor Andrew, in answer to the 
question: “Do you think the Demo- 
crats in your regiment will agree to 
leave the State?” the Colonel replied: 
“In the event of war there will be no 
parties but the Union. My men will 
follow me anywhere. They, are all 
ready to leave now.” This the Colonel 
repeated to the Selectmen, the Hon. 
Charles Francis Adams, and to the 
editor of the newspaper in our city. 

When Sumpter fell, and the sudden 
call came, the Colonel was walking up 
South street, Boston. Taking posses- 
ion of a passing vehicle, he drove to 
the State House. There he found the 
Governor, the adjutant general, and a 


large number of civilians. It was 
some time before any of the other 
commanding officers put in an ap- 
pearance. 

Gov. Andrew said to him: “Notify 


all your men as soon as possible, ex- 
Hingham. I have already sent a 
messenger there. I want my towns- 
men first in the field.” As a matter of 
fact, how ever, owing to the refusal of 
their captain to order them out, Co. I 
was the last to arrive. 

All that day and night men _ rode 
throughout the 15 towns comprising 
the military district. It is needless to 
tell you that when the alarm bell on 
our old Stone church rung out there 
was nothing slow about the Quincy 
men. ‘And I notice two or three of

ANGEL OF CRIMEA 
AT NINETY YEARS 


Reminiscence of Florence Night- 
ingale, Famous War Nurse, 


A VISIT 


| 


TO HER BEDSIDE. 


Like a Pilgrimage to a Holy Shrine, | 
Says Mrs. Florence Howe Hall, Her | 
Goddaughter—Great Heroine Favors | 
Suffragism, but With a Peaceful 
Campaign. | 


Florence Nightingale, the “angel of 
the Crimea” and the most famous of | 
the world’s living heroines, was ninety 
years old on May 12, and it was upon | 
this anniversary that the following 
reminiscence of the great woman’s | 
golden aging and the leaning toward 
suffrage was told recently by Miss 
Nightingale’s goddaughter, Mrs. Flor- 
ence Howe Hall. 

“It was only the briefest visit,” said 
Mrs. Hall at the Hotel Judson, in New | 
York city, “made in 1902 to Miss 
Nightingale’s pretty home in Mayfair, 
London, where she had lain a bedrid- 
den invalid for many years. But to 
me it has always seemed like a pil- 
grimage to a holy shrine. 

“Strangely enough, you know it was | 
partly upon the advice of my father, 
Dr. Samuel Howe, that she undertook 
that great work to the Crimea forty | 
years before. 


Honeymoon on Battlefield. 

“My mother, Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, 
and my father had just been married 
in the early forties and were back in | 
England on their honeymoon after vis- 


iting the scenes where father had 
fought and ‘nursed’ in the Grecian 
war. 


“Miss Nightingale, hearing of his | 
presence, came to him and asked if a 
great work for humanity did not He | 
in the foundation of such a movement | 
as has since developed into the Red | 
Cross. ‘I think so, and I think it is | 
f%& woman's place to lead It,’ said my 
father, and two years later Miss Night- 
ingale was away at the German hos- 
pitals preparing for the events that | 
even she could not then have fore- 
seen. 

“Meanwhile she had become firmly 
attached to my mother, and when 
some years later I was born she asked 
that I be given her name. She sent 
me a beautifully bound volume of 
Shakespeare as a birth gift, and I 
think it the most treasured heirloom 
in our family today. sa 

“Long, long afterward, when her | 
fame had become worldwide in the 
Crimea and after mother had also 
won note through the writing of the 
‘Battle Hymn of the Republic,’ Miss 
Nightingale wrote to send a lock of 
ber hair to mother and to ask that | 
her goddaughter visit her if ever I 
came to London, And years after that 
when I finally did get to London I re- 
called that invitation which I had | 
heard of as a girl and went upon the 
pilgrimage to Mayfair. 

“As I remember now Miss Nightin- 
gale was sitting propped in bed facing 
a window that looked out upon a long 
vista of pretty cottages, tiny groves 
and tinier gurdens, 

“She was eighty-two then, and even 
as she lay in bed I could see that be- 
fore disease wasted ber form she must 
Lave been a very tall and a very beau- 
tiful woman. 

“‘T am very glad to see you, god- 
daughter,’ she said, putting forth her 
band and smiling sweetly. 

“Then she asked after my, mother; 
said she had never heard such an in- 


and wished me to convey her dearest 
love to my parent, whom she remem- 
bered to be just a little more than a 
year older than herself, 

Believes In Suffragism. 

“] did not press her to tell me of her 
Crimea experiences, for that was a 
subject which she had long since put 
by. But I did discover that she bellev- | 


led in suffragism—not the militant suf- 


fragism of the English radicals, but in | 
a peaceful campaign that should go on 
gathering volume peacefully through | 
the years until it should conquer from | 
the sheer weight of its Justness. 

“I think we talked together half an 
hour. Then I sald goodby. I left her 
home with one idea of her that has 
never faded—her perfect serenity, the 
serenity of a great woman who has 
done a great life’s work well and is | 
coutent to await the end.” 

Mrs. Hall, herself a woman of many | 
literary accomplishments, has been a 
resident at the Hotel Judson for sev- 
eral years. She says she believes that 
Miss Nightingale has entirely abandon- | 
ed correspondence in the philanthropic | 
movements she aided until very re- | 
cently. |

Distance of Hundred and Thirty-Seven 


Miles Covered In Two Hours and | 
Thirty-Two Minutes at Speed of | 
Over Fifty-Four 
Breaking All 
Control! of Machine 


Miles an Hour, | 
Records—Wonderful 


New York, May 31.—Glenn H. 
Curtiss flew from Albany to New York | 
winning the} 
$10,000 prize offered by the New York | 
World. 


He covered the distance of 137 miles | 
in two hours and thirty-two minutes, | 
and came to earth as easily and as 
lightly as a pigeon. 

His average speed for the distance 
—h4.06 miles an hour—surpasses any 
record ever made by an aeroplane in 
long distance flight, and in its entirety 
his feat perhaps eclipses anything man 
has attempted in an heavier-than-air 
machine. 

Albany was quitted at 7:03 a. m. 
under weather conditions as near per- 
fect as the most fastidious aviator | 
could demand. One hour and twenty- 
three minutes later he had reached 
Poughkeepsie, where there was an 
hour’s intermission. Resuming his 
flight at 9:26, he sped southward and 
landed within the boundary of Man- 
hattan Island at 10:35. 

Only 100 vards north of the point on 
which his craft settled stretched 
Duyvel creek, separating 
Manhattan Island from the mainland.
